who this afternoon jtook them and 
went to Cleveland, whore, it is sup- 
posed, they arc to bo sewed, 


The report of the grand jury will 


he made public either tomorrow or 
Friday, and the indictments returned, 
are at present in possession of tho 
clerk of the court of this county. It 
is understood, the indictments charge 
the defendants with having continu- 
ed to contract for the oil productions 
and to fix prices on and after July 
7, 190C, in violation of tho Valentine 
anti-trust act. a state

under 


which the recent prosecution of tho 
Standard Oil company in this county, 
was conducted and in which a fine 
of $.">.0i>n was imposed by the probate 
court. 
Prosecutor David stated

that no attempt would be; made at

in foreign languages said was trae.

'ilF. \Vestern L'nion telegraph company is 


corning in for a deal of adverse criticism 


these days. This is not the result of a recent de- 
linquency on the part of that company: it is the 
culmination of the wrongs inllictcd for many 
years upon a long-suffering public, which is now 
awakening to the fact that it has been sy.slcmui- 
icallcy robbed by this high-handed corpora- 
tion. And is making a life-sized howl about it. 


The most outrageous instance of the delin- 


quency of the company recently noticed was that 
referred to in the Journal of a few days ago. 
when the telegraph company took- two hours and 
nvcntv-fivc minutes to carry a message a distance 
of 150 feet, but it is only one of many that have 
come under the writer's notice. 


A short time ago he sent a message at 2:$r 


o'clock in the afternoon to a point about 50 mile- 
away. 
Arriving at this place about 5:30 in tho 


evening he was. through the non-receipt of th:- 
message forced to walk a distance of three miles. 
and got home just as the message was being de- 
livered by telephone—no messenger service being 
required. 


On Tuesday evening last he sent an important 


message from Reno to ;\ man in F.lko. 
It was 


received late in the following aftern<.-on—hour; 
upon hours later than if the mail had been used 
instead of the wire. 


These are only two very recent occurrences, 


but of many involving the same individual in 
recent years. 
Tt is his candid belief that the 


United States mail is not only a cheaper am! 
surer, but also a speedier medium of intercourse 
than the Western Union i.elegraph. 
When one 


reflects that in Kngland where the government 
controls the telegraph one can get real telegraphic 
sendee at the .rate of ten cents for ten words 
while here, one must pay from twenty-five to 
fort}' cents for the robbing, counterfeit of the 
same thing, he wonders how anyone can have the 
hardihood to denounce government ownershir 


of an}- and all public utilities. 
Bryarfs propa- 


ganda for government ownership of railroads 
is only a mistake in one respect—it should have 
begun with a demand for government: ownership 
of the telegraph. 


P.ut government ownership of .railroads and 


telegraphs is unfortunately a long way off. All 
we can do in the irseantime is to pray for and by 
every means in our power ecourage the advent oi 
lite Postal Telegraph Company, and save our 
money by using the mail for messages requiring 
speedy deliver}'.

along by passing a bill regulating the business 
of telegraph companies in this state.
